The new Loo< and I 'am No IS in the Ohio 
river three miles aeon Parkersburg, W. Va., 
is now in successful operation. The packet 
VslUy Belie was the first b >at to pass through 
the new structure. The lie <mer was locked 
through in seven and a half minutes, estab- 
lishing a new record for rapid lock work. The 
Lock and Dam eost $1,000,000, and it has 
taken seven years to complete the work. The 
machinery and buildings cost $600,000, A 
good stage of wa'er is maintained at Marietta, 
which is eight miles above the dam. 

BORINQ F OR OIL AT CARLISLE 

Work is being pushed on the oil and gas 
welts being sunk on the property of the Carlisle 
Light and Power Company at Carlisle, where 
gat was struck at 400 feat and oil at 500 feet. 
For several days the drills have been working 
in a solid rock, which have been penetrated 
over 100 feet. The light fl >w of oil continues 
and the men in charge hope to reach a rich 
vein of either oil or gas at a greater depth, 
possibly as soon as tue solid rock is penetrated. 
It is announced that the well will be sunk 
1.000 feet if necessary. Salt water, which is 
found in oil wells, according to e<q erts. has 
encountered.

If the farmer is such an 
important principle in 
the life of a Nation, and he is, be should re- 
ceive every consideration, in that the closer 
he comes into touch with the great movements 
of the world, the more he feels that he is one 
of a great people. The reading of his daily 
paper will supply him with the needed im- 
petus to go out into the fields determined to 
accomplish something worth while. This the 
rural free delivery is accomplishing. 

"The carryiug of parcels of merchandise, 
however, is a very different thing. It bears 
scarcely any relation whatever to the govern- 
mental function abo?e referred to. One is es- 
sentially educational, the other purely com- 
mercial.' 1 These words of a Congressman 
from California were uttered in the House of 
Representatives on March .'?d, 1908, and sup- 
ply a sufficient reason for opposing any exten- 
sion of the parcels post system. 

The advocates of parcels post contend that 
if the farmer is granted such a system he will 
have received the one link necessary to com- 
plete his chain of happiness. A careful con- 
sideration of the problem from his view point 
will no doubt prove to any fair-minded indi- 
vidual that this is a misstatement of facts. 
For instance, deliver parcels to him and you 
destroy the local dealer's business, thus remov- 
ing the farmer's home market for his produce. 
This necessitates the shipment of his produce 
to a distant market, which requires an addi- 
tional expense, both in the matter of carriage 
and packing. Moreover, much that he pro- 
duces will not permit of long shipments. ('<>iij 
sider these facts and judge for yourself whether 
or not the farmer has cause for thanks. Par- 
cels post and rural delivery are two distinct 
propositions. One is strictly commercial, the 
other is educational. — Maxwell's Talisman.
